The Embassy of the United States of America has the honor refer to the 
Agreement between the United States of America and the Russian Federation 
concerning Cooperation in the Exploration and Use of Outer Space for Peaceful 
Purposes, signed at Washington on June 17, 1992. 

In consideration of the significant achievements in cooperative activities in 
space which the two Governments have accomplished since the signing of the 
Agreement, the U.S. Embassy proposes that the Agreement which otherwise would 
terminate on June 17, 1997, be extended for an additional five years, in accordance 
with the terms of Article VII, that is, until June 17, 2002. 

If the foregoing is acceptable to the Government of the Russian Federation, 
the U.S. Embassy further proposes that this note, together with the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs' reply to that effect, shall constitute an Agreement between the 
United States of America and the Russian Federation, which shall enter into force on 
the date of the Ministry's note. 

The Embassy of the United States of America avails itself of the opportunity 
to extend to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Russian Federation renewed 
assurances of its highest consideration.
